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The manner of the taking of Newark upon Trent , 
by the Parltaments Forces. 


T 1s credibly informed , by one that was an 

eye-witnelle thereof the 1aft Week, the Lord 
Willoughby of Parham, the Earl of Linchln , and 
Sir Anthony Erby, with an army of abont 'fixe 
thouſand men , made an aſſault againſt Newark 
upon Trent, in the South (ide rhercof, and forced 
the Enemy out of their Works , which after- 
wards got 1nto a great Barn , and from thence 
they annoyed the Parliaments Forces for ſome 
time with their ſmall-ſhot, uncill the Barn was 
part of it with  Canon-ſhor beat about their 
eares, and many of them killed with the fall 
thereof , and many of thoſe which fled away 
were afterwands taken priſoners , and that the 
aforefaid Lord Willoughby \, the Fat] of Lin- 
cola, and their forces, did that nightenter into 
the town , but about the Market-place the Ene-

my had made Breaſt-wotks , and Fortifications, 
and at the entering of the Town,, the Relator 
hereof came from thence , ſo that what was fur- 
ther donegas yet 15 unccrialn,; Onely it 1s further 
faid by the informer,that the Enemy cannot poſe 
{ible eyther keep the Town , or flye from thence; 
becauſe the Forces from Nottingham have beſet 
all the Road: s and paſſages upon the North fide 
of that Town : and it the Towa be taken, there 
will be rich prize for our ſouldiers, for the diſ- 
afle&ed Gentlemen and Clergy 1n thoſe parts have 
carried the.r treaſure thither, which in probab1li- 
tie will be a good encouragement to the Souldters 
in hopes that they ſhall fare the better for ſome 
of ir. Thus have you heard how gracious the 
Lord is towards us , giving us fill the Vatory 
over his and our enemies ; I could have withed 
the informer had ben able to have given a fuller 
relation of the particular number of thoſe which 
were ſlain and taken priſoners, But let us thanke 
God for his mercifull goodnefle towardsus, and 
wait with paticpce till we hear further. 

After the Town of Ciciter and a great part of the 
County of Gloutefter,were plundered by the C. avalters, 
and an Alleram given to Glouceſter , but ao attempt 


made againſt thet Town , Prince Rupert with moſt 
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of bis Forces returned back again to Oxford , together 
with Prince Mawrice, the Earl of Caernarvom, the 
Lord Dighy, the Earl of Northampton , and others, 
which were chief Commanders , and the Lord Digby 
with bis Regiment came to a Town called Il heatly 4. 
miles on this fide Oxford, where be:continued ( keep- 
ing « Court of Tuard there ) for ſome fow days , 4 
on Monday was Seaven night , the ſaid Lard Digby 
marched from Wheatly to Oxford, andthe day follow- 
ing, Prince Rupert Mawrice and the Eart of North- 
hampion, the Lord Dighy , the Lord Wentworth , and 
divers other Commanders marched out of Oxford with 
with all thetr Porces , conþfting of about ten Regt- 
ments of” Horſe and Dragoons , and it was reported 
that their deſigne was againſt Glouteſter , but leaving 
that Town, they marched towards Hampſhire and came 
to « Town called King scleer | where many Gentlemen 
of quality lived, which were well-affeSted eo the Par- 
liament, and the Sonldiers fell to plundering and pil « 
[aging , ſparing no per ſous nor deyrees, taking away all 
the Horſes they could finde , and what money or other 
commedittes which they met withall and for ſuch goods 
as they could not take away with\them they cut them to 
pieces , or cauſed the party. to purchaſe them at a deere 
rale , as for inflance ; they came to a poore Farmers 
bouſe,who held bis land at a rack rent , and took all_ 
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his horſes from him; and aot beiff eohtentel - 
therewith, they atewp all the'proviſton ether 
for horſe and tman;\rhat he had,and haviehg no- 
thing in his houſe worth cartying away, ' ( his 
beſt bouſhold-ſtufle confifting but of rwo or 
three flock-beds) they would have money or: 
elſe cut them all to picces;” and bnra the reſt of 
bis utenſils, whereupon ; whereupon 'the poor 
mat was forced-to make hard fhift ro procure: 
them forty ſhilkings to redeem bis Fouthold-' 
ſiuffe, but as for bis horſes and other cattle, no: 
relief could be had. X 
T hey alſo tooke 4 brave horſes from one Mr' 
Brockas 5 from-one Mr. Huſſey, 2nd from ſome 
Geatclmen they tooke {ix,or cayght,according” 
as they were furniſhed with them, and plun- 
dred their: Houſes;' beſides if any' man would 
but open his mouth to 1atreat for his goods 
they carried them away priſoners, 
- Jn this place it falls out: very aptly, that 1 
ſpeak a word or two concerning a Parſen that 
lives within 2 miles of Kingſton (but in re- 
vercnce to his Coate 1 ſhall /forbear to name 
' Him) who being the greateſt malignant to the 
Parliament, of any of his profeflion in all that 
_ Comty, and did very frequently call th e Par- 


lament 


liament Round: heads, and” thoſe that adhere 
nnato, them Trayfors , both 1n his Sermens and 
ordinary diſcourſe, now he received the fruits 
of Rebellious infltructions,, for they piundered 
him to the bare Walles, and uſd more rigor 
againſt him than any other, even to the very 
clothes on b1s back ,, and notwithſtanding be 
preached the heads of ſome of his ſed:tious Ser- 
mons unto them, thinkiog to fade, favour, but 
they would take no notice therof * aſter which 
he drew a petition to prince Rupert himſelf , 
declaring as well the part he had taken as the 
cauſe of his grief, and preſcnted che ſame, with 
E Pager that reſtitution might be made ; who 
tore his petition, and ſaid(as it 13 informed by 
| Letters from thence)that he deſerved to be han- 
ged, which was all the recompence he had, and 
alchough thoſe that are wellwithers to the Ca- 
valiers will hardly believe that they ſhould 
find fo little favour if the caſe ſhould be theirs, 
yet 7 cannot be fatisfied by any one of them, 
that when they come to any place , they ſtand 
to examine which fide they are of, but whatſo- 
ever and whereſoever they finde any thing, it is 
ood bootie with them, and (according to the 
proverbiall phraſe) al is fiſh that comes to net, 
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The Cavalcers were alſo at Baſhng-ſtoke, but 
durſt not make any ſtay there, but onely to rob 
and pillage (as they did in other places) fer frar 
of the Parliaments Forces which were quartered 
at Okingham,and other places near thercabours: 
afterwards,Prince Rupert came to Redding, where 
It Is ſaid he now refides, 

_ One thing more remarkable in their plunder- 
ing this County-is this ,. that when chere was a 
mot10:: made that the ſaid County ſhuvid enter 
into an allociation with Surry , and other adja- 
ceat Counties, the motion was refuſed , becavfe 
they would not dif. leaſe the Ring for fear cf 
his Army , but now they have good cauſe to ſay
